Agreement was reached with regards to amending the specification in the paragraph beginning on page 21 , line 19 to 
state "As such, the client may continue with another item at block 68". The word "base" will be deleted and "54" 
changed to "68". 

It was agreed that amending independent claim 1 to claim "being permanently fastened onto" would overcome the 
heavy rubber resist material placed onto the monuments by the Rocky Mountain system during the etching process 
and overcome the image etched into the monument. Applicant will make these changes to the claims in an after final 
amendment. These changes are currently considered to raise new issues, however, the examiner will review the after 
final amendement. Applicant proposed deleting claims 22, 45, 47, 50 and 51 since these claims were rejected by the 
Barrot reference. 
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
